to 301,744 picals in 1910. But. tho import 
of piceo-goods hay fallen from - 3,080,716 
piecos to 1,958,695 ; aud the export'from 51,000 
pieces to 45,360. "No donbt the high prico of 
cotton is mainly responsible, as it has been | 
jrapossible to replenish stocka at any jprico that 
tho Chinesv can afford to pay. exported native 
cloth has-fallon from 16,455 piculs in 199 to 
14,959 piculs in 1910, and oxported cotton yarn 
from 109,293 piculs to 71,726; but the export of 
raw cotton has advanced from 105,760 to 194,798 
piculs. The export of raw silk of all kinds has 
remained very nearly stationary, tho figures 
being, in 3909, 17,700 pioals aud in 1910, 17,538. 
Of beans and pons there is-also a noticeable 
falling-off from 552,619 piculs to 506,219. 
Against theso may be set the really axtraor-

Jons in 1910. Aniline dyes have nearly doubled 
themselves, the value of theso imports rising 
from Hk, Ts; 239,788 ts Hk.

jonls; and of raotals from 213,775 pienls to 
749 pictls, On.the export side of the 
account the most notoble item is the advance 
in vont skins from 2,725,603 exported pieces. in 
tho first quarter of 1909 -to 3,690,068 in 
1910, 'Tho export of. sheep's wool also shows 
good improvement, with 93,326 piculs in 1910 
against 62,177 in 1909." It remains to bo men- 
tioned that. the oxport of tea has increased 
alightly from 119,481 piculs to 122,599; and 
that whilo the importation of native opium has 
fallen from 5,078 piculs in 1909-to 4,711 in 1910 
that of foreign opium has increased from 4877 
pos to 7,086. Taken in conjunction with the 
go amount of opium that, was in _sterage in 
Shanghai at tho close of lest year, these figures 
would scom to indicate that the dealers are buy- 
ing heavily sgainst the possibility of the Indisn’ 
Government’s_stopping the export of opium 
eltogother.—N.-C. Daily News.
